Former Secretary of State William J. 
Bryan in an interview at Union Station 
this morning, made it plain that he had 
given no pledges that he would not run 
for office again and declined to com- 
mit himself when asked whether he be- 
lieved President Wilson would seek re- 


election and whether, if he did, ne 
President would get the Nebraskan’'s 
support. 

Former Secretary Bryan was on his 
way to deliver a Chautauqua address 
at Montgomery City, Mo., in the after- 
noon. In the evening he gives his 
Chautauqua talk at St. Charles. He 
talked to reporters while he was walt- 
ing for his breakfast to be prepared. 

I have stated as expressly and as 
strongly as I can,” he said, in reply to 
a question, that I do not expect to 
hold public office for the remainder of 
my life. I have added, however, that 
this must not be regarded as a pledge 
that I shall never.run for office. I 
have not felt that anyone, least of all 
the unfriendly newspapers, have any 
right to ask for any promise, pledge or 
assurances from me on any subject, 
and only the unfriendly press has con- 
cerned itself about that matter. 
Political Imterest as Great as Ever. 

“The only answer that I can give 
them is that it will give me pleasure to 
support them whenever I believe them 
right and oppose them whenever I be- 
lieve them wrong. I am as much in- 
terested in politics today as I ever was 
when a candidate, and I expect to main- 
tain that interest during the remainder 
of my lite.“ 

With a smile he added: “If during the 
next 20 years I see as many reforms 
accomplished as have been accomplished 
duing the last 20 years, I shall enjoy 
life.” 

Just as the former Seceretury*s break 
fast was brought he was asked what he 
thought about the possibility of the 
President again being a candidate and 
whether he would support him. 

“TIT expect to hear the President talk on 
that subject before I talk,“ he said, and 
turned to his plate of steaming saus- 
ages. 

Once in the course of the interview 
Mr. Bryan ‘seemed to be afraid he 
might not be quoted correctly. That 
was when he was asked what he thought 
about Ambassador von Bernstorff’s re- 
cent note on the submarine question. 

Dictated His Comment. 

After a moment’s hesitation, he dic- 
tated to the reporters the following an- 
swer: 

“The State Department seems to rec- 
ognize the assurances given as satisfac- 
tory, and I am very much gratified that 
the settlement has been reached.” 

“Do you believe the Pope’s communi- 
eaticn to the President presages peace?“ 
he was asked. 

1 don’t speculate,“ was his somewhat 
eryptical reply. 1 hope.“ 

In regard to his statement the other 
daz that he expected to live to see pro- 
hibition an accomplished fact, Bryan 
said that it was not until two years ago 
that he became convinced prohibition 
wus speedily coming. 

Not to Be an Issue in 1916. 

He said he did not believe it would be 
an issue in the 1916 campaign: that he 
hoped it would not be. His reasons for 
this attitude, he declared, he had given 
at length in his paper, the Commoner. 

The former Secretary appeared to be 
in excellent health. His step was vigor- 
ous and hé crossed the station midway 
rapidly.

LONDON, Sept. (-The Germans, in 
their official report, claim to have car- 
ried by assault the fortified bridgehead 
at Lennewada, on the Dvina River, be- 
tween Friedrichstadt and Riga. This ‘s 
considered for the Riissiana the most 
critical point on their whole wront, for, 
should the Germans succeed in crossing 
the Dvina, the Russians would be com- 
pelled to evacuate Riga and their posi- 
tion between the Dvina and Vilna and 
even southwest of the latter city would 
be jeopardized. 

The Germans, however, do not yet 
claim to have crossed the river, which 
is being defended by a reinforced army 
commanded by Gen. Russky, ‘who 
stopped the previous German advance 
on the Bzura River in front of Warsaw. 

Military critics belleve that the Rus- 
sians will make a stubborn defense on 
the Dvina, the opinion being expressed 
that, should they fail here, the German 
fleet would gain command of the Gulf 
of Riga and, by landing troops at Per- 
nau, would considerably shorten the pro- 
tracted march to Petrograd, which is 
understood to be the ultimate objective

Alsatians Provoked to Clashes and 
He Sabered a Lame Shoemaker. 
BERLIN, via London, Sept. 4.—Lieut. 
Baron von Forstner, who gained notori- 
ty as a result of the Zabern incident, 


has been killed in action. 


Lieut. von Forstner was reported to 
have been killed near Louvain in Sep- 
tember, 1914, but official confirmation 
was lacking. 

The Zabern incident occurred at Za- 
bern, Alsace, where the Ninety-ninth 
German Infantry, under Col. von Reut- 
er, was stationed in 1913. The citizens 
of the town had difficulties with the 
soldiers, and showed strong anti-Ger- 
man feelings. Lieut. von Forstner pro- 
voked several clashes between his men

To the northwest of Vilna the Rus- 
sians are on the offensive and while the 
Germans say the Russian counter-at- 
tacks have been a complete failure, it is 
said in Petrograd that the counter-of-

Wilt Not Atteet Ultimate Result, 

“The submarine issue,’’ Wolff says,

ing, and after noncombatants’ safety has 
been assured, certainly will not affect 
so vitally. the ultimcte result.

They were filled with 
bolts and other scrap iron. 

Carranza Consul J. Z Garza of 
Brownsville, told Col. R. L. Bullard, 
commanding the border patrol here, 
this morning, that the firing on an 
American aeroplane near here yes- 
terday was the work of enemies of 
Gen. Carranza, who sought to bring 
about -trouble between the United 
States and Garranza.

STOCKBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 4.—0Os- 
wald Garrison Villard, publisher of the 
New York Evening Post, in an address 
before the Laurel Hill Association here 
today, declared that the movement 
among American citizens of foreign, es- 
pecially German descent, to form bodies 
apart from the citizenship, presented a 
far-reaching domestic issue which the 
American people must conquer. 

Villard said that an important factor 
in the continuance of the American 
Melting Pot lay in educating immi- 
grants to the proper duties of citizer- 
ship. He asserted that in most in- 
stances heretofore naturalization ex- 
aminations had been a farce and that 
the award of “What ought to be the 
most highly prized of diplomas’ had 
occurred, in New York at least, in 
dim, dingy rooms under circumstances 
not as dignified as attend the register- 
ing of a letter.“ 

“Born on German Soil.” 

Villard said he was “born on German 
soil, cf a German father.“ 8 

lcreigners becoming American citizens 
should be made to understand, Villard 
saia, that there can be no divided citi- 
zenship or loyalty or allegiance under 
the American flag; that no one can ac- 
cept political obligations here while at 
Leart loyal to another social system, 
unother entity or ‘angther code of laws. 

In opening his address, Villard quoted 
from: an address made by Carl Schurz 
at the celebration of the latter's seven- 
tieth birthday, 16 years ago, in which 
Schurz said that. no matter now warm 
the aifections German-Americans had 
held for their native land, they had 
never permitted their affections to inter- 
kore with their duties as American citi- 
zens, nor to seduce them to use their 
pc aer in American politics for foreign 
ends. 

“Would Amaze Carl Schurz.” 

How amazed Carl Schurz would be to 
returt to us today to find that that has 
come to pass which he deemed incon- 
ceivuble, said Villard. He would find 
to his horror that at this moment the 
presence on this soil of German-Ameri- 
cans does not help to preserve peace and 
friendship between their two parent na- 
tions, but adds fuel to the flames of bit- 
dert, es. 

Naturally Schurz would scan the hor- 
izon for some discriminatory act on the 
part of our Government or some mani 
festation of racial prejudice against Ger- 
man-Americans. But he would find 
nothing of the sort. So far as the Fed- 
eral Government and states are con- 
cerned he would discover nothing 
changed from the day. he left us. 

“The mighty convulsion we are wit- 
nessing he would ain to be due 
entirely to foreign complication, to a 
determination on the part of our Ger- 
man-Americans to stand by their fath- 
erland through thick and thin, right or 
wrong, to a sudden seif-revelation.

LOANS ON COTTON 


Reserve Board Regulations and 
Deposits Expected to Remove 
Difficulties of Producers. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. Sept. 4.—Definfte 


steps were taken yesterday by the Fed- 
tral Reserve Board and Secretary Mc- 
Adoo of the Treasury Department ‘o 
extend aid to cotton producers of the 
South and to clear the way for handling 
the fall crop without the uncertainty 
and difficulty experienced last year. 
The Board issued new regulations au- 
thorizing Federal Reserve banks to give 
special rediscount rates on promissory 
notes secured by warehouse receipts. for 
staple agricultural products, with the 
restriction that member banks which 
avail themselves of this rate must nat 
charge more than 6 per cent to the bor- 
rower. 

McAdoo announced he would soon de- 
posit . $5,000,000 in gold in each of the 
Federal Reserve banks at Richmond, 
Atlanta and Dallas. 

In a statement the Secretary said that 

if conditions showed the need of depos- 
its elsewhere to aid in handling any 
other crop he would extend similar Gov- 
ernment aid. 
The new regulations are broad enough 
to apply to all staple readily market- 
able crops, but it is well known that 
the cotton crop is the one which has 
given concern of late. The Board an- 
nounced that the reserve banks in At- 
lanta and Dallas already Had requested 
a rediscount rate of 3 per cent, on the 
sort of paper approved in the regula- 
tions, 

The announcement last night followed 
meetings which have occupied the time 
of the Board and McAdoo most of the 
last two days. Although when the Sec- 
retary, several months ago, originally 
propesed deposit of Government funds 
in Southern reserve banks alone, the 
plan was not favored by several mem? 
bers of the Boardfi it was not opposed 
during the recent discussions. Some

Coal Dealers Hopeful. 

At this time of each year coal dealers. 
large and small, are always hopeful. In 
their business the outlook for fall and 
winter all depends upon weather condi- 
tions. The coal industry in St. Louis ts 
not today nor has it been for some time 
past, what the coal dealers would like 
it to be. The outside electrical power 
supply has interfered materially with 
the consumption ‘of coal in and about St. 
Louis, so far as big manufacturing is 
concerned. Some of these big concerns, 
now getting water-power electricity, just 
keep enough coal on hand with which to

be ready. for an emergency. 

Howevet, even with this handicap 
wholesale coal dealers say that the out- 
look in St. Louis is very much brighter 
than it has been for some time past. 
St. Louis manufacturers, it is said, get 
their coal cheaper from the mines in 
Illinois than do those of any other large 
city in the United States. It is claimed 
St. Louis consfimes one-half as much 
coal as Chicago, at a cost of from fifty 
to seventy-five cents per ton cheaper 
than it is delivered at the Lake City. 
Thomas T. Brewster, general manager, 
of the Mt. Olive and Staunton Coal Co. 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
looked for improved conditions in the 
coal industry for all St. Iouis dealers 
this winter. He based his optimistic 
views upon the prospect for general im- 
proved conditions in every line of bual- 
ness. 

In this sentiment W. H. Coffin of 
the Berry-Bergs Coal Co. agreed. He 
also said that he could see no reason 
why the coal industry should not pick 
up this fall and winter and increase 
over last year.

President Wilson has taken the sensible mode 
ot undertaking preparation for national defense 
by asking the Secretaries of War and the Navy 
to have the best equipped men in their depart- 
ments devise definite programs of army and 
navy needs for consideration. 

The first necessary thing is a definite plan 
prepared by men who know what is needed to 
bring both the army and navy to a high state 
of preparedness for defense in point of organi- 
zation, equipment and efficiency. When the plan 
has been outlined the President and his advisers 
can study and revise it for submission to Con- 
 Sress and only then will intelligent public * 
cussion be possible. 
2 That the President is not an extremist and 
does not believe that there is occasion for great 
and expensive armies and navies with which to 
defy the world is evident from his letters to 
Secretaries Daniels and Garrison. 

In his letter to Secretary Daniels, Mr. Wilson 


intimates that the Navy should stand upon an 


equality with the most efficient and practically 
serviceable navy. It should be “planned for a 
consistent and progressive development” and “be 
of such a kind as to commend itself to every pa- 
triotic and practical man.” 

To Secretary Garrison he was careful to say 
that he wanted a program for developing and 
equipping the army and training citizens to 
arma which, “while consistent with our traditions 
and national policy will be of such a character 
as to commend itself to every patriotic and 
practical mind.” 

Our traditions and national policy are against 
a powerful navy for imperial aggression. We 
want to avoid anything in the nature of chal- 
denge or the insolence of conscious power. It 
is against a great standing army, preferring a 
modest nucleus of regulars supplemented by 
trained citizen soldiers, in providing for which 
we have been grossly neglectful. The limit of 
“patriotic and practical men” is well within the 
bounds of imperial expansion. 

Whatever we do will be burdensome because 
our habits are extravagant. We do not practice 
the economies of Europe, but we can put both 
the army and navy on an efficient defensive 


basis without overburdening our vast resources. 


Officers can be provided by extending the work of 
Annapolis and West Point and developing the 
well begun plans for military training at uni- 
versities.

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INVITING GRAFT AT CLAYTON. 
Hereafter any money in the possession of pris- 
oners in the Clayton Jail will be confiscated to 
pay their board. Personal effects of value will 
be sold and the proceeds applied on the board 
account. Prisoners without assets will be com- 
pelled to pay their way by working on the county 
roads. 

To provide employment for prisoners is an ex- 
cellent plan, but punishment will be unequally 
@ivided if persons without money are compelled 
to work at road-mending while those with money 
remain in idleness. The new idea marks no ad- 
vance in jail management. In fact, it has vicious 
possibilities that deserve the attention of the 
State Board of Corrections and Charities. To 
deprive a minor offender of his wages for 80 or 
$0 days or longer and then send him out in the 
world with empty pockets and stripped, besides, 
of any small possessions he may have had on 
entrance is not going to lessen the e of 
hie continuing his delinquency. 

How is a double charge for board, one collected 
from the prisoner and the other from the county, 
to be prevented? The plan is simply an invita- 
tion to graft of which the political ring formerly 
in control of St. Louis County would not be slow 
to avail themselves.

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4 15-MILE GAIN THAT COUNTS. 


The capture of Rovereto, asserted by the Ital- . 


lans and practically conceded by the Austrians, ' 
‘is both a proof that the Italians are recording 
progress and an index of the slowness with which 
that progress is being made. The saw-tooth 
boundary separating Northern Italy from Austria 
is hardly fifteen miles distant from Rovereto in 
a southerly direction and much nearer in an 
eastern direction. In three months and a half, 
then, a piece of territory not more than fifteen 
miles long and less in breadth has been redeemed 
at large cost from Austrian rule. 

On the other hand, Rovereto is only 15 miles 
south of Trent, one of the great objectives of the 
Italian operations. It has 10,000 people, while 
Trent itself has only 25,000.. To read every two 
or three days that the daring invaders have cap- 
tured this peak or that peak, thousands of feet 
above the sea conveys little meaning. But the 
taking of a town like Royereto signifies that a 
piace from which to measure things is possessed; 
that a progress obscurely expressed in terms of 
unknown mountain peaks is real progress. 

As the whole of Italia Irredenta whose recovery 
is sought is scarcely larger than two or three 
American counties, every 15 miles counts. And 
from a military point of view, 15 miles in Rover- 
eto’s most difficult. topography is the equivalent 
of 200 miles on the plains of Poland.

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A NEEDED LAW. 

New York State has recently enacted a law 
which could profitably be followed by her sister 
states. It makes the posting of advertisements 
on property, without the written consent of the 
owner, a criminal offense, punishable by both 
fine 4 imprison ment. 0 

That a man should be able with impunity, to 
go around with a roll of advertisements and a 
glue pot, or a brush and paint pot to affix signs 
on every house, fence stump or whatnot,.is an 
outrage. The beauty of the entire country has 
been marred by this practice. : 

That a man should rent the privilege of ad- 
vertising from a farmer is equitable. But that 
he should take it without recompense, is a 
species of larceny. 

It seems a pity the peaceful scenes in the 
country should be encroached upon by the com- 
mercialism of the cities, till not a spot on earth 
is left for national beauty. Possibly with the in- 
creasing prosperity of the farmer the small re- 
muneration gained in this way may cease to 
lure. But in the meantime, the men wantonly 
going around stealing this privilege, should be 
dealt with accordingly.

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A LIBERAL ADVANCE IN RUSSIA. 

The confusion of war and a plan to increase 
the Russian Cabinet by 10 members gave the Duma 
its chance. It seized it by insisting that the 10 
should be responsible to the Duma and chosen -by 
majority vote of that body. The pressure of events 
ig so great that the Government has consented to 
the élection of five of the new ministers by the 
representatives of the people, the remaining five 
to be chosen by the Council of the Empire. 

The Duma was formed on the model of the Ger- 
man Imperial Parliament, with the ministers re- 
sponsible to the executive alone, but through this 
advance will make a closer approach, in form at 
least, to genuine popular government than has 
been made so far by Germany herself, in which 
the representative system has been much longer 
in effect. | 

This concession of five ministers out of a rather 
numerous Cabinet may be greater than now ap- 
pears. For, with part of the Cabinet responsible 


to the court and a part to the Duma, will not dif- 


ficulties develop? And will not the logical solu- 
tion for probable complications be ‘found in the 
progress that will vest the choice of all ministers 
in the National Legislature? 

AMERICAN GOLF. 

This year’s golf championship contest at De- 
troit has beautifully illustrated the free-for-all 
cqnditions of American golf. Not at any similar 
contest within memory has there been such a 
downfall of favorites in the first stages of play, 
nor has any other witnessed the rising of so 
many new stars, and as champion after champion 
goes down before the superior play of virtually 
unknown contestants the thoroughly open nature 
of the competition is made manifest. 

No one, it ‘seems, can have a monopoly of 
golfing honors, as Larned had of tennis. Travers, 
four times winner of the amateur championship 
and title holder of the open championship, suc- 
cumbs, a seasoned veteran, to a youth only a 
few years out of college, while Ouimet, winner of 
the amateur and open title and bright, cular 


star of the defense of home golf against British 


aggression, yields in turn to a local player. By 
way of further illustration of the vicissitudes of 
the game, the Western player who emerged from 
obscurity by brilliantly winning the honors of 
medal play, is snuffed out in the first . ot᷑

their function has become notably im- 
palred,“ said Dr. Guy L. Noyes, acting 
dean ,of the School of Medicine of the 
University of Missouri, when asked 
about the trouble of hearing. 

Dr. Noyes says that ear diseases are 
responsible for many of the absences 
from school of young children. 

“Repeated recurring attacks of ear 
trouble, with great pain and discharge 
are looked upon by many parents as un- 
avoidable misfortunes, to be dreaded 
but not to be considered as serious, even 
so far as the function of hearing is con- 
cerned,“ says Dr. Noyes. The condi- 
tion of chronic discharging ears is the 
cause of 0 per cent of all cases of ab- 
scess of the brain. 

“It is well to remember that a ‘run- 
ning ear,’ acquired possibly by neglect 
during childhood, will prevent its pos- 
sessor from obtaining first-class life in- 
surance in adult life. Every single at- 
tack of earache leave its mark upon the 
ear tissues and reduces in greater or less 
degree the power of hearing. Earache 
should be looked upon as one of the 
symptoms of a very serious ear disease. 
A running ear should always be treated 
by an ear specialist. Practically all the 
ear troubles noted in early school life 
may be controlled by prompt attention 
at the hands of an aurist. When deaf- 
ness is so marked as to be detected eas- 
ly by the unskilled observer, the oppor- 
tunity to do the greatest good by treat- 
t. ent has gone. Repeated examinations, 
two or three in each school year, are 
necessary if the greatest good is to be 
achieved.“
